May Be Said to Have Started From 


*•• Well of Water," Though It Had 


the Genius 'of Aaron Burr 


Behind It. 


The uncovering of an old Iron tank 


in Center street recalled a piece of 
ancient history In connection with the 
Bank of the Manhattan Company, the 
Wall Street Journal states. 
A spring 


well 35 feet deep, covered by the iron 
tank referred to and the present site 
of the bank, 40 Wall street, consti- 
tuted the first property owned by the 
Manhattan company, parent of the 
bank now bearing that name. 


The Bank of the Manhattan Com- 


pany sprang from a little water com- 
pany which commenced business with 
"a well of water." ' The charter of the 
company was drawn by Aaron Burr, 
and its granting was opposed by Alex- 
ander Hamilton because It contained 
a clause permitting the company "to 
employ all surplus capital In the pur- 
chase of public or other stock or in 
any other money transactions or op- 
erations not inconsistent with the con- 
stitution and laws of New York or 
of the United States." 


This clause was the Joker In tha 


charter of a company started for the 
purpose of "supplying the city of New 
York with pure and wholesome wa- 
ter." 
In 1798 New York city suffered 


from an epidemic of yellow fever 
which was attributed to an inadequate 
and inferior water supply. Here was 
Aaron Burr's opportunity for start- 
Ing a bank, in which effort he had, 
for many years, been opposed by hla 
political enemy. Alexander Hamilton, 
who had a monopoly of the banking 
business in New York state until tha 
charter was granted the Manhattan 
company. 


Upon the assembling of the legisla- 


ture In 1799 an association of Indi- 
viduals, among whom Aaron Burr was 
a moving spirit, applied for the wa- 
ter company's charter with a capital 
of $2,000,000. The project was an am- 
bitious one for those days, and as 
there was considerable uncertainty 
about the probable cost of the water 
system the clause for the employment 
of idle capital was Inserted. A great 
effort was made by Alexander Hamil- 
ton and the federals to defeat the 
charter on account of the clause grant- 
Ing the company banking privileges. 
The necessity for a proper water sys- 
tem- which could only be procured by 
the organization of a responsible com- 
pany with large • capital carried It 
through the legislature on April 2, 
1799, and it received the governor's 
signature. 


By April 22 books were opened for 


public subscription of the $2,000,000 
capital stock (par $50 per share), and 
by May 15 the entire amount had been 
subscribed, the city of New York hav- 
Ing taken 2,000 shares. This was the 
first financial victory of Aaron Burr 
over his political enemy. The bank 
Is the oldest in the state, save one. 
Its capita1! waa raised to $2,050,000 In 
1808, to permit of the state purchas- 
ing 1,000 shares. Both the state and 
city are stockholders in the Bank of 
Manhattan company, thia being the 
only bank stock owned by the state 
of New York.

HIT SOME ONI MMMtY HARO 


Planned by Ben Franklin. 


Now that the Yale University Press 
has become an established fact it is 
Interesting to learn of the number of 
men wfho suggested the idea without 
being able to follbw it up as did Pres­ 
ident George Parmly Day. Among the 
earliest suggestions is that of Benja­ 
min Franklin, in a manuscript letter 
owned by the Yale University library. 
Benjamin Franklin outlines his plan 
to William Strahan. 
Under date of 
October 27, 1753, from Philadelphia, 
he writes: 


“I am now about to establish a small 
printing office In favor of another 
nephew at New Haven in the Colony 
of Connecticut in New England; a con­ 
siderable town, In which there is a 
university and a prospect that a book­ 
seller shop, with a printing house, 
may do pretty well." 


The plan was afterward abandoned, 
but not until a lot for the Press had 
been purchased on the college campus 
and the printing press and materials 
ordered had arrived in New Haven.

The uncovering of an old Iron tank 
la Cantor atreet recalled a piece of 
ancient hlatory In connection with tho 
Dank of the Manhattan Company, tho 
Wall Street Journal atatea. 
A aprlng 
well 36 feet deep, covered by the Iron 
tank referred to and tho preaent alto 
of the bank. 40 Wall atreet, conetl* 
tuted tho flrat property owned by tho 
Manhattan company, parent of tho 
bank now bearing that namo. 


The Bank of tho Manhattan Com« 
pany sprang from a little water com­ 
pany which commenced bualneaa with 
“a well of water.” ' The charter of tho 
company waa drawn by Aaron Burr, 
and Ita granting waa oppoaed by Alex­ 
ander Hamilton becauao It contained 
a clauao permitting the company “to 
employ all aurplua capital In the pur> 
chaae of public or other atock or In 
any other money tranaactlona or op* 
erattona not inconalatent with the con- 
etltutlon and lawa of New Tork or 
of the United State«.” 


Thla clauao waa the Joker la the 
charter of a company atarted for tho 
purpoae of "supplying the city of New 
York with pure and wholesome wa­ 
ter.” 
In 1798 New York city Buffered 
from an epldemto of yellow fever 
which waa attributed to an Inadequate 
and Inferior water aupply. 
Here waa 
Aaron Burr'a opportunity for start­ 
ing a bank, In which effort he had, 
for many years, been opposed by hla 
political enemy, Alexander Hamilton, 
who had a monopoly of the banking 
business In New York state until the 
charter waa granted the Manhattan 
company. 


Upon the assembling of the leglsl* 
ture In 1799 an association of lndt* 
vtduals, among whom Aaron Burr waa 
a moving spirit, applied for the wa. 
ter oompany'a charter with a capital 
of $2,000,000. 
The project was an am* 
bilious one for those days, and aa 
there was considerable uncertainty 
about the probable cost of the water 
system the clause for the employment 
of idle capital was inserted. A great 
effort waa made by Alexander Hamil­ 
ton and the federate to defeat the 
charter on account of the clause grant* 
Ing the company banking privileges. 
The necessity for a proper water aye* 
tem which could only be procured by 
the organisation of a responsible com* 
pany with large' capital carried It 
through the legislature on -April 1, 
1799, and it received the governor'a 
signature. 


By April 22 books were opened for 
publio subscription of the $2,000,000 
capital stock (par $50 per share), and 
by May 15 the entire amount had been 
subscribed, the city of New York har­ 
ing taken 2,000 shares. This was the 
first financial victory of Aaron Burr 
over his political enemy. 
The bank 
la the oldest in the atate, save one. 
Ita capital was raised to $2,050,000 la 
1808, to permit of the state purchas­ 
ing 1,000 shares. 
Both the state and 
city are stockholders in the Bsnk of 
Manhattan company, this being tho 
only bank stock owned by the stata 
of New York.

Engle. 
He has succeeded in making 
plates of marble no more than three 
millimetres in thickness and for the 
use designated It Is available up to 
20 millimeters thick. 
The suitability 
of marble« for this purpose was real­ 
ized some time ago, but the difficulty 
eucouutered was that of securing the 
marble in slabs of sufficient thinness. 
These plates permit of the passage of 
a greater amount of light than frosted 
glass does, and at the same time im­ 
parts to the rays a much pluusantei 
color. 
Most opal glass Imparts to the 
light an undesirable greenish tinge, 
i while the light which passes through 
the marble has a reddish violet which 
is much pleusanter. After tho marble 
hus been ground down to the duHlrod 
thickness it Is subjected to au immer­ 
sion in oil under high pressure, and 
the effects secured in this manner are 
said to be superior to those of stained 
glass.

Btrangoat 8chool In tho World Suroly 
la Located In Maryland Btato 
Penitentiary. 


The strangest school In the world Is 
at the bottom of a long flight of steps 
in the Maryland state penitentiary. 
Not the fact that it is a penitentiary 
makes it strange, nor the long row 
of whitewashed 
cells 
that almost 
touch thé desks, nor the blue coated 
guard who occupies the extreme back 
seat. There are schools in other pen­ 
itentiaries, some of them with long, 
honorable histories. Gut the strangest 
school is different in its teachers, its 
pupils, its methods and its results. 


There are 112 pupils, 16 teachers, 
and the average age of pupils and 
teachers together is thirty-three and 
one-third years. 
One of the teachers 
is & murderer doing life; one is a 
highway robber doing 20 years; one 
is a bigamist, one a forger, and only, 
♦be warden knows what the others 
were or did to bring them there. 
In 
one class of eight scholars are two 
bigamists, a murderer, a burglar, and 
one who had burned down a store. 
The baby of the school is barely twen- 
ty-one, hardly more than a boy; tl\o 
eldest Is seventy-tWo, Altogether the 
school constitutes nearly a third of 
tho whole population of the prison, 
and not a man of the whole 112 schol­ 
ars now enrolled could read a daily 
paper or write his own name.—Ex­

Two young sons of Mr. Young, 
aotfdng the Are from the church in New 
Chester, hastened home and helped liber* 
ate the other stock In the stock barn, 
which soon caught fire. 
In a short vt hilc 
both barns were in flames', which soon 
communicated to the surroundjng build­ 
ings mentioned heretofore. 
A pig which 
had been got safely out of the pen broke 
away and rushed back into the burning 
hog pen, only to perish in the flames. 
About »50 chickens and as many pigeons 
were burned. Nearly all the farm irnplc 
ments were burned, including three grain 
drills, a binder, two farm wagons, recent 
ly purchased, a buggy and some harness. 
About 800 bushels of corn, 1200 bushels 
of unthreshed wheat, the entire season’s 
cfop of hay, and about 250 bushels of oats 
were consumed in the flames, entailing a 
very great loss 
Several straw stacks 
standing nearby were ignited and burned 
fiercely. 
A change of wind alone saved 
the house from destruction. 


Mr. Holtz estimates his loss between 
$6000 and fJJOOO, partly covered by insur­ 
ance in the Liberty and Independent Fire 
Insurance Association and in the Mum- 
masburg Company. Mr. Young carried 
no insurance and his loss is total. 


It will be remembered that on Sunday, 
September 21st, the barn on the farm own­ 
ed by Mr. Holtz, situated at Holtz’s Mill, 
about one mile beyond New Chester, was 
burned to the ground, caused by light­ 
ning.

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Fire Ruins Half of Greenwood, Del. 
Five hundred persons were driven 


from their homes when fire swept 
half of Greenwood, a town twenty 
miles south of Dover, Del., destroying 
nearly a score of dwellings and stores, 
the postofiice and many shanties. 


The loss is estimated at $100,000. 


No lives were lost, but eighteen Green- 
wood men, members of the volunteer 
fire companies, were burned in fight- 
ing the flames. 


The flames were discovered In the 


store of Emory Wllley, on the west 
side of the railroad tracks. The alarm 
was sounded by a policeman. Before 
volunteer firemen of the town could 
respond with their apparatus the fire 
had spread to the postofiice. 


This building burned 
within 
ten 


minutes, and with it several score of 
sacks of mail, desks and other office 
equipment. All money, the postmaster 
said, was stored in a safe, which was 
found 
buried beenath smouldering 


joists that had crashed down upon it 
when the roof caved in. 


A heavy wind carried fire brands 


to every section of the town. 
A 


freight rain was halted on the out- 
skirts of the town, while its crew de- 
eerted to aid the firemen. The engine- 
man tied down the whistle to alarm 
the countryside and bring aid. 


The wind swept the flames across 


the railroad tracks bisecting 
the 


town, the railroad employes combin- 
ing to save the station, which a dozen 
times was in danger. 


The fire is supposed to have started 


from mice nibbling matches. R. H. 
Willey, proprietor of 
the store in 


which the fire was discovered, said 
that when he opened up for business 
he found the rear of the store a mass 
of flames.

On June 16 he 
began the fatal fast, drinking nothing 
but small quantities of water and cof- 
fee. 
He ended the fast on July 29, 


greatly weakened. He was unmarried. 
Although given nourishment consist- 
ently, he grew weaker until his death 
came. 


Dies With Hand on Throttle. 


Louis Van Vlack, sixty-five years 


old, engineman ot the Overland Lim- 
ited, on the Northwestern railroad, 
dropped dead while his train was 
speeding through Agnew, 111. Joe Gar- 
rison, the fireman, saw the engine- 
man's hand drop from the throttle, 
and, jumping to the seat, ran the train 
to Sterling, a distance of ten miles. 


May Postpone Charlton Trial. 


It was announced in Naples Mon- 


day that the trial of Porter Charlton, 
the American, charged with the mur- 
der of his wife, at Lake Como, in 1910, 
would 
probably be postponed until 


early next vear, owing to the delay in 
taking testimony in the United States. 


French Aviator Killed. 


Lieutenant 
Bejijamin 
Valensl, a 


French nacal aviator, was killed by a 
fall from his hydro-aeroplane, which 
capsized at a height of 500 feet. 


Wilson Withdraws Jones' Name. 
President Wilson withdrew the nom- 


ination of Thomas P. Jones, of Chica- 
go, to be governor of the federal re- 
serve board. 


The president found that It was Im- 


possible to have Mr. Jones confirmed 
by the senate, although the greatest 
possible pressure had been exerted by 
the administration. 


In withdrawing Mik Jones' name the 


president made public coresrpondence 
with Mr. Jones showing that on Mon- 
day Mr. Jones himself asked that his 
name be withdrawn. 


Shot Policeman Dead. 


Thomas Rogan, a policeman, of Bur- 


lington, N. J., was shot and Instantly 
killed by a bulelt from a revolver flred 
by Winfleld Templeton. 


Whether the shooting was Inten- 


tional or accidental has not been as- 
certained. 
Two stories are current. 


One is that Templeton fired at Regan, 
mistaking him for a burglar. 


Tlio other is that Templeton, follow- 


ing a quarrel with his wife, flred at 
her? but missed, the bullet striking 
the policeman. Rogan was 160 feet 
distant. 


Roosevelt Again Attacks Barnes. 
Colonel Roosevelt made reply at 


Oyster Bay, L. I., to the $50,000 libel 
suit of William Barnes, the summons 
in which was served on him, by a re- 
newed attack on the Republican state 
committee's chairman. 


The writ is based on a statement by 


the colonel attacking Mr. Barnes and 
Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tammany 


leader, and endorsing Harvey D. Hln- 
man's candidacy for the governorship. 


The colonel said he would not be 


deterred by the suit from attacking 
Mr. Barnes, but, on the contrary, he 
would assail him the harder. He ex- 
pressed the hope that he would hare 
the opportunity tp go on the witness 
stand agaifist Mr. Barnes before the 
November election. 


To make clear what he meant, the 


former president, who was in a fight- 
ing mood, dictated this statement: 


"I'll do all I can to help hurry for- 


ward the suit. 


"I regard the action of Mr. Barnes 


as the most striking proof that could 
be given that the bosses recognize in 
me personally the one enemy that the 
type of machine government for which 
they stand has to fear, and further- 
more recognize that the most danger- 
ous menace" to the present system of 
bl-partisan politics in this state is con- 
tained in the movement to elect Mr 
Hlnman as governor on a non-partisan 
ticket, which I hope will contain the 
names of such anti-machine Democrats 
as Mr. Hennessy, as well as Progres 
sives and anti-machine Republicans. 


"I shall continue with increased ag- 


gressiveness to attack Messrs. Barnes 
and Murphy and the kind of machine 
politics which they typify, which I 
hold must be--eliminated from the 
state."

England's vast fleet is mobilized In

Great Britain proclaimed her atti- 


tude in the great war in which nearly 
the whole of Europe is already involv- 
ed, and she stands ready to fulfill her 
obligations in the Triple Entente. 


Sir Edward Grey, the foreign minis- 


ter, announced in the house of com- 
mons that England already had in- 
formed France that should the Ger- 
man fleet enter the English channel 
or the North sea or molest French 
shipping, the British navy would do its 
utmost. 


King George signed a decree order- 


ing the mobilization of the British 
army and the %territorlals. 


Thus, if she is not already engaged 


in hostilities, Great Britain soon may 
be standing shoulder to shoulder with 
Rusia and France against Germany 
and Austria. Italy, at tne same time, 
formally announced her neutrality, in 
spite of the fact that she is a member 
of the Triple Alliance. Nevertheless, 
she ordered the mobilization of all hei 
farces. 


A naval battle was fought between 


Russian and German fleets off the 
Aland islands, in the Gulf of Bothnia 
The Russians were driven back and 
took refuge in the Gulf of Finland, 
wh'ere they remained. News of the 
battle came from Stockholm.

Hot Rice Pudding.—Wash a half 
cupful of rice In cold water and pat 
It in a double boiler with hot mtlk. 
Cook quickly until tender» then add 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter and a half tea* 
spoonful of salt. Beat ona egg until 
light and add It to the rtca, cooking 
for one minute. 
Pour Into tho dish 
In which the pudding Is sent to the 
table. 
Mix two tablespnonfuls of an* 
gar with twro tablcspoonfuls of butter 
and a third of a teaspoonful of cinna­ 
mon; sprinkle over the top of the pad­ 
ding. This will make a brown sauce 
over the top. 8erve hot. 


Split Pea Soup.—Pick over a cupful 
of dried, split peas, wash them and 
soak In plenty of cold water orar 
night. 
Ib the morning pour off the 
water and pilt the peas into a kettle 
with two quarts of cold water, a two- 
inch cube of salt pork and one onion 
sliced. 
Cook slowly until the peas 
have become very soft, stirring fr* 
quently from the bottom to prevent 
burning. It will probably require four 
or five hours to cook them properly. 
When they are soft, rub them through 
a sieve, return to the kettle and re­ 
heat. Cream together two tablespoon­ 
fuls each of butter and flour, thin It 
with a little of the boiling soup, add 
two cupfuls of milk and stir into the 
soup. 
Season with salt and pepper 
and serve very hot. 


French Beans.—-Fresh string beans 
are preferred for this dish, though the 
canned variety will answer. If fresh 
beans are used cook 
until 
tender, 
drain, then put back into the sauce­ 
pan with bits of finely chopped onion, 
parsley, celery and a little meat stock. 
Boil up well, then add the yolks of two 
eggs well beaten with the juice of a 
lemon, and serve hot. 


A little pot of stock should never be 
wanting in any housekeeper’s store, as 
there are so many dishes which are 
greatly improved by a cupful of well 
flavored stock. 
This stock need not 
be made of especially prepared bones 
or meat; it may bo a mixture of chick­ 
en bones, a beefsteak bone or bits of 
any kind of meat cooked and the 
broth strained 
and kept 
In a cold 
place.

Polish Dish.—After boiling saeur- 
kraut one h ur, drain it thoro’isMy; 
mix with it Uvo cupfuls of mashed po­ 
tatoes and fry three slices of diced 
bacon with one small onion, and add 
to the kraut. Let it simmer ono min­ 
ute, then take from the stove. Scrape 
fine one section of garlic and stir well 
into the kraut. 


Another dish from Poland: 
For a 
six-pound pork roast, mince two cloves 
of garlic and mix with salt and pep­ 
per. Itub tliis well into the meat and 
let it stand over night to season. 


Economical Ragout.—Put four table­ 
spoonfuls of butter in a pan to brown. 
Fry brown a two and a half pound 
steak cut two Inches thick; cut up 
four onions, ^Iwo tomatoes and one 
green pepper. Pile on top and around 
tho meat. 
Season to taste. 
Fill the 
pan with water and simmer slowly un­ 
til thoroughly tender. 


Baked Oysters and Macaroni.—Cook 
a half cupful of broken bits of maca­ 
roni in boiling water 
until 
tender* 
Drain, and put a layer of macaroni into 
a we|J buttered baking dish; dust well 
with salt and paprika, then put on a 
layer of well washed oysters, salt pep­ 
per and a few bits of butter. 
Then 
add another layer of macaroni and 
oysters, using Just two layers of oys4 
ters, never more, for they do not cook 
well if too many in the dish. 
Pour 
over a cup 
of rich 
white 
sauce, 
sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs and 
bake until tho oysters are plump and 
curled.

Fearful Fate May Be Classed as an 
Impossibility In This Day of 
Scientific Knowledge, 


Ther* 
3 a widespread belief among 
educate» persons that 
burial ,while 
still alive is, though not probable, at 
least possible. As evidence of this be 
lief one has but to notice, how many 
persons 
leave 
instructions in their 
wills for the taking of special precau* 
tions to guard against this most dread- 
ful of catastrophies. 


When embalming takes 
place, 
of 
course, there is no possibility of being 
buried alive; yet being killed by em­ 
balming fluid, instead of being allowed 
to revive and spend many more years 
on earth, is not the fate one would se­ 
lect. 


Although there is but one Infallible 
sign of death, namely, putrefaction, 
yet there are many other eigns, no 
one of which Is incontrovertible, yet 
that when taken together, even in tho 
absence of putrefaction, make the di­ 
agnosis absolutely sure. 


At a recent meeting of tho Brighton 
and Sussex Medico-Chirurgical society 
Dr. L. A. Parry discussed the various 
conditions that might be mistaken for 
death and pointed out that when the 
several signs of death were observed 
by a trained eye there could be no 
mistake. 
However, he told his hear­ 
ers that in England at least such care­ 
ful observation was rare. 


The heart may stop beating, but this 
does not necessarily mean that the pa­ 
tient is dead. Tho writer recalls a case 
in his personal observation when 
a 
woman’s heart stopped beating 
34 j 
times in 12 hours and each time was ! 
started up again by injection of brandy 
and of nitro-glycerine. That is moro 
than six years ago and the woman is 
alive and strong today.

TRAGEDY OF SILENT WOODS 


Nimrod, Leg Broken Among Rocks of 
Lonely Mountain, Finally Dies 
From Exhaustion. 


Middletown, N. Y.—A tragedy of the 
great, silent woods has been discov­ 
ered in the Shawangunk 
mountains.

Beat one egg until 
light and add it to the rtee» cooking 
for one minute.

Mix two tablespoonfuls of su­ 
gar with two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and a third of a teaspoonful of cinna­ 
mon; sprinkle over the top of the pad­ 
ding. This will make a brown sauce 
over the top. 8erve hot. 


Split Psa Soup*—Pick over a cupful 
of dried , split peas, wash them and 
soak In plenty of cold water over 
night, 
fa the morning pour off the 
water and p\!t the peas Into a kettle 
with two quarts of cold water, a two* 
inch cube of salt pork and one onion 
sliced. 
Cook slowly until the peas 
have become very soft, stirring fra* 
quently from the bottom to prevent 
burning. It will probably require four 
or five hours to cook them properly. 
When they are soft, rub them through 
a sieve, return to the kettle and re­ 
heat. Cream together two tablespoon- 
fuls each of butter and flour, thin It 
with a little of the boiling soup, add 
two cupfuls of milk and stir into the 
soup. 
Season with salt and pepper 
and serve very hot. 


French Beans.—Fresh string beans 
are preferred for this dish, though the 
canned variety will answer. If fresh 
beans are used cook 
until 
tender, 
drain, then put back into the sauce­ 
pan with bits of finely chopped onion, 
parsley, celery and a little meat stock. 
Boil up well, then add tho yolks of two 
eggs well beaten with the juice of a 
lemon, and serve hot. 


A little pot of stock should never be 
wfantlng in any housekeeper’s store, as 
there are so many dishes which are 
greatly improved by a cupful of well 
flavored stock. 
This stock need not 
be made of especially prepared bones 
or meat; it may bo a mixture of chick­ 
en bones, a beefsteak bone or bits of 
any kind of meat cooked and the

SOME BEST RECIPES. 


A delicious fruit salad, and an Inex­ 
pensive 
one, 
is made 
by soaking 
prunes over night and then cutting 
them into small pieces with scissors; 
add diced celery and walnut meats. 
Mix well with mayonnaise dressing. 


Polish Dish.—After boiling saeur- 
kraut one h ur, drain it thoroughly; 
mix with it I *vo cupfuls of mashed po­ 
tatoes and fry three slices of diced 
bacon with one small onion, and add 
to the kraut. Let it simmer one min­ 
ute, then take from the stove. Scrape 
fine one section of garlic and stir well 
into the kraut. 


Another dish from Poland: 
For a 
siX'pound pork roast, mince two cloves 
of garlic and mix with salt and pep­ 
per. Rub this well into the meat and 
let it stand over night to season. 


Economical Ragout.—Put four table­ 
spoonfuls of butter In a pan to brown. 
Fry brown a two and 
a half 
pound 
steak cut two inches thick; cut up 
four onions, ^two tomatoes and one 
green pepper. Pile on top and around 
tho meat. 
Season to taste. Fill the 
pan with water and simmer slowly un­ 
til thoroughly tendor. 


Baked Oysters and Macaroni.—Cook 
a half cupful of broken bits of maca­ 
roni in boiling water 
until 
tender* 
Drain, and put a layer of macaroni into 
a well buttered baking dish; dust well 
with salt and paprika, then put on a 
layer of well washed oysters, salt pep­ 
per and a few bits of butter. 
Then 
add another layer of macaroni and 
oysters, using just (wo layers of oys4 
ters, never more, for they do not cook 
well if too many in the dish, 
Pour 
over a cup 
of rich 
white 
sauce, 
sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs 
and 
bake until tho oysters are plump and 
curled. 
A half hour in a ralbor hot 
oven.
